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POSTSCRIPT. 


' POOR ORPHANS OF CLERGYMEN. 


A SoctETY OF STEWARDS AND-SUBSCRIBERS FOR MAINTAINING 
AND EDUCATING PooOR ORPHANS OF '|CLERGYMEN 'TILL-OF AGE 
ro BE PUT APPRENTICE, was formed in the Year 1749. The Eſtabliſh- 
ment happily increaſing as it became more generally known, has now 

attained a conſiderable Degree of Proſperity : and it cannot be doubted but 
the ſame liberal Support will be continued to it, with even additional Aſ- 
ſiſtance, when it is known that ſuch is ſtill wanting to enable the Society 
to afford full Relief to all the Objects intended to he benefitted by it. 


This Society, ſince its Inſtitution, has received into its Schools more 
than 550 Children of both Sexes; moſt of whom have been placed out as 
Apprentices to uſeful Em ployments, andare thereby provided with the Means 
of becoming ſerviceable to themſelves and to the Community. It has now 
near One Hundred poor Orphans under its foſtering Protection: but from 
the great Increaſe in the Number of late admitted into its Schools, and the 
vaſt Advance in the Price of every Article of Conſumption, and a Failure 
in ſome of the uſual Subſcriptions, its Expences during the Year 1800 
exceeded its Income more than g5ool. and the Society is now unfortunately 
compelled to reſtrain the Number to be recelved under its Care; whereby 


ſeveral deſerving Objects are for the preſent excluded from partaking of 
its Benefits and Aſſiſtance. 
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Surely nothing can be more congenial to the Nang of the benevolent | 
and ſympathiſing Mind than to afford Maintenance, Education. and Pro- 
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
